if that is their real value, or if they 
be allowed at 7 per cent income on 
the basis above mentioned as assum­ 
ed by the commission, 
then 
they 
should pay taxes on the amount. 
If 
the amount which they make oath is 
their actual cash value, 
then 
they 
are, according to the figures you sub­ 
mit in your letter to me, 
making 
something better than 12 per cent 
on their investment. Assuming this 
to be true, you can strike off the ser­ 
vice charge of 50 cents per month, 
and still this company will be mak­ 
ing approximately 7 per cent on their 
investm ent 
It occurs to the w riter that the 
company should feel themselves very 
fortunate to have their income guar­ 
anteed (virtually) by the commission 
without the necessity of furnishing 
two sets of actual cash values—one 
to the commission, and one to the as­ 
sessor. 1 believe that there is not a 
farm er In the state who is not losing 
money every day now, 
and 
not a 
m erchant but who would gladly em­ 
brace the opportunity of being guar­ 
anteed against an actual loss. 
Yet 
the public service corporations 
are 
not satisfied with a guarantee of a 
7 per cent income by the 
commis­ 
sion, but resort to juggling "actual 
cash values" in such way as to net 
them something over 12 per cent on 
the capital invested. 
There is an undercurrent of dis­ 
content among the people here over 
the service charge, 
and

believe 
what I am writing you fairly reflects 
their sentiment.
